USSR Honors Gorky’s Anniversary;

Railroads 


» Granted a freight rate increase which 
will swell profits that are already enormous, 
the railroads of the country are now trying 
to put through a wage cut of at least 10 per 
cent. 

At the same time, they are attempting to 
push forward the consolidation of their sys- 
tems so that 200,000 more workers will be 
added to the ranks of the unemployed—in 
addition to the 1,132,000 who have been 
squeezed out of the industry since 1920. 

The cry that the new rate increase was 
not enough and that wage cuts are now nec- 
essary, is the kind of brazen lie that we have 
come to expect from the railroads. In 1937, 
these roads showed a total net operating in- 
come of $590,180,000 for distribution to Wall 
St. bond and stock holders. If the new rate 
that has just been granted, had been in 
effect during 1937, the net operating income 
would have been $829,000,000 instead of 
$590,180,000. 

No wonder that the mass of railroad 
workers are up in arms against further cuts 
and lay-offs through consolidations, and are 
pressing for passage of the Crosser Six-Hour 
Day and the full crew bills at this session of 
Congress ! 

The heads of the railroad unions have 
stated that they will fight against the pro- 
posed cut. It is to be hoped that they will 
stick to their guns this time better than on 
similar occasions in the past. Moreover, the 
railroad workers will want to make sure if 
the proposed slash is withdrawn, that it is 
not done by agreement of the union leaders 
to drop the fight for the six-hour day and 
the full crew: bills and against consolidation 
lay-offs. Such “trading,” unfortunately, is 
not unknown in the railroad industry. 

The convention of the Railway Employes 
Department of the A. F. of L. in Chicago on 
April 4, gives the lodges an excellent chance 
to press for a firm stand on these vital ques- 
tions. 

In the situation confronting the railroad 
workers today, the red-baiting campaign 
launched recently by President Cashen of the 
Switchmen’s Union against William Z. Fos- 
ter, chairman of the Communist Party, is 
certainly not helpful. For the railroad work-
